— District  Attorney  Frank  S. ! 
Hogan  today  raided  four  ghost-: 
writing  agencies  and  subpoenaed  i 
six  persons  for  questioning  for 
writing  theses  and  term-papers 
for  college  students  who  paid 
sizable  fees,  the  New  York 
World-Telegram  and  Sun  said  to- 
day. 

The  Scripps-Howard  newspa- 
per said  the  action  came  as  result 
of  information  turned  over  to 
Hogan  by  staff  writer  Alex  Ben- 
son, who  in  a two-month  under- 
cover investigation  posed  as  a 
ghost-writer  himself. 

IN  A PAGE  one  stocy  today 
introducing  the  32  year  old  re- 
porter’s series  of  articles  on  his 
experiences,  staff  writer  Robert 
Prall  said  Benson  discovered, 
among  other  things,  that: 


colleges  in  this  city,  the  Eastern 
seaboard,  Midwest  and  South- 
east, Prall’s  introductory  story 
said. 


Benson  also  actually  substi- 
tuted for  a student  at  a . final 
examination  at  Teachers  College, 
Columbia  University,  and  was 
’paid  $40  for  his  effort,  the  story 
said.  Money  Benson  earned  was 
turned  over  to  the  district  at- 
torney’s office,  Prall  wrote. 


THE  STORY  continued: 


“Section  224  of  the  state  edu- 
cation law  makes  it  a misde- 
meanor for  a college  student  to 
obtain  his  degree  by  fraud.  Most 
colleges  and  universities  operate 
with  an  honor  system  under 
which  students  are  assumed  to 
be  doing  their  own  work. 


Cheating  scholars  are  paying 
well-advertised  agencies  up  to 
$3,000  for  writing  theses  they 
need  for  their  doctorates  and 
smaller  amounts  for  theses  for 
master’s  degrees. 


“The  reporter  won  the  confi- 
dence of  two  ghost,writing  firms 
in  his  probe.  One  firm  hired  Mr. 
Benson  to  take  the  examination 
for  the  Teachers  College  student 
who  was  afraid  of  a low  mark. 


— FOR  FEES  ranging  from 


$300  to  $350,  a college  student 
can  get  a term  paper  or  some 
particularly  difficult  assignment 
professionally  researched  and 
written  by  a ghost-writer. 

— A student  with  the  neces- 
sary cash  can  even  recruit  a 
well-educated  ringer  to  sit  in  for 
him  at  a final  examination. 

EVIDENCE  obtained  by  Ben- 
son involved  four  ghosting  firms, 
three  known  free-lance  writers 
who  worked  for  them  and  at 
least  nine  students  in  various
